Chops, not to be outdone in this 
matter of stuffing, have taken on 
pockets just made for dressings. To 
prepare the chops, and pork or lamb 
are equally good, cut on the meat side 
of each shop, making a pocket large 


enough to insert a tablespoon of the 
stuffing. 

Dressing is also the center for meat 
birds—the meat is wrapped around 
the dressing. 

All this new popularity has been a 
boon to the homemaker with a flair 
for preparing foods that are a bit dif- 
ferent and as a result there are a 
host of variations from the bread 
stuffings our grandmothers made. 
Here, for instance, is a stuffing which 
seemsS just made for pork roast. 

Banana Stuffing. 

One and one-half cups bread crumbs, 
11-2 cups diced bananas, 1-4 cup ap- 
ple sauce, 1 tablespoon lemon juice, 
1-2 cup meat stock, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 
pinch of cayenne.

Tried to Get Pistol Back. 

“T made numerous attempts to get | 
the pistol back later and asked Fluker 
where it was,” Hagan said.

I never 
saw the gun again.” 

Boykin brought out from Hagan 
that Fluker had borrowed a suit of 
clothing from Hagan and had pawned | 
that. Hagan’s brother testified he re- | 
deemed the suit when Fluker gave 
him the pawn ticket and that Fluker 
said “Tell your brother I will see him 
about the gun later.” 

Detective Virgil Sandifer said he |

in both houses. This gap embraces 
such figures as Senator Carter Glass, 
peppery Virginia Democrat, and his 
colleague, Senator Harry F. Byrd; 
Senator Ellison D. Smith, tobacco- 
chewing firebrand from South Caro- 
lina, and Senator Josiah Bailey, son 
of a noted North Carolina churchman, 
Speculation Starts. 

Even before all votes had been 
counted, speculation began here on 
the recommendations Mr. Roosevelt 
would make to congress in his annual 
message on the state of the nation. 
The chief executive's campaign 
speeches were singularly devoid of any 
specific promises for the future. He 
said “‘a thousand things remain to be 
done” but didn’t list any of them, 

Mr. Roosevelt's Madison Square 
Garden speech, however, convinced 
even the most skeptic that his adminis- 
tration would continue to lay empha- 
sis on legisiation in the interest of 
the common man. James Koosevelt, 
the President’s son, was quoted as 
saying his father would revive NRA 
if elected, and the President’s only ob- 
servation was “he is my son and lI 
choose to believe him, rather than the 
newspapers.” 

A nucleus for a new NRA already 
has been set up in the Walsh-Healey 
bill. This act compels manufacturers 
holding government contracts to sub- 
scribe to certain fair labor standards, 
including maximum hours and mini- 
mum wages. lit was one of Mr. 
Roosevelt's “must” measures and was 
demanded. by labor after the supreme 
court had scuttled NRA, 

Legislative Problems. 

Foremost among legislative prob- 
lems in the 75th congress will be 
subject of taxation. Kevisions in the 
1936 revenue act, which imposed grad- 
uated levies on undivided corporation 
profits, to remove certain inequities 
cited to the treasury, are virtually 
assured, 

Labor will demand that Mr. Roose- 
velt indorse two of its social reforms 
—the 30-hour work-week and the fed- 
eral licensing act. ‘The shorter work- 
week is certain of senate approval. It 
can be whipped through the house with 
only a nod trom Mr, Roosevelt. Sena- 
tor Hugo Black, democrat, Alabama, 
is the American Federation of Labor's 
spokesman for this bill. 

The bill, which would license all in- 
dustries operating in interstate com- 
merce, was offered at the 74th session 
of congress by Sefhator Joseph OU Ma- 
honey, democrat, Wyoming. O’Ma- 
honey, former first assistant postmas- 
ter general, is one of the New Deal’: 
congressional lieutenants. He did not 
claim administration support for the 
measure and made no attempt to push 
it. He is expected to do so at the com- 
ing session. 

Revisions Expected. 

Revisions are expected to be made 
in the social security act, but they 
have not yet been decided upon. It 
may be necessary also to make changes 
in two other New Deal measures soon 
to be tested before the United States 
supreme court—the public utility 
holding company act and the national 
labor relations act. Both were bitter- 
ly fought by industry. 

Mr. Rooservelt’s pledge to balance 
the budget gradually, not through in- 
creased taxation but through higher 
federal revenues, is expected to be ac- 
companied by quiet pruning of fed- 
eral pay rolls. For example, the Ru- 
ral Resettlement Administration, head- 
ed by Rexford G. Tugwell, has al- 
ready reduced its personnel more than 
3,000. Reductions have been made in 
the treasury staff. 

Secretary of Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., who heads a committee 
representing the main federal leading 
agencies, will call the group into ses- 
sion soon to consider further econo- 
mies. No general reduction in wages 
of government employes such as was 
contained under the economy act ap- 
proved in the early days of the New 
Deal is anticipated. 

Administration authorities do not 
anticipate a new threat of inflation 
legislation. Mr. Roosevelt is expect- 
ed to ask congress to extend his au- 
thority to devalue the dollar—a power 
which eexpires on January 31—and 
to continue in effect the $2.000,000.- 
000 stabilization fund. No plans hare 
been made for other monetary or bank- 
ing legislation. 

THOUSANDS TO WELCOME 
ROOSEVELT IN CAPITAL 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—(P)— 
An enthusiastic capital was in the 
midst of sudden, last-minute prepara- 
tions tonight to welcome President 
Roosevelt, as a conquering hero, on 
his return to the White House tomor- 
row. 

Inspiration for tomorrow’s welcome 
was provided this morning by a front- 
page editorial in the Washington Post, 
a newspaper owned by Eugene Meyer, 
an official in the Hoover administra- 
tion. The editorial urged Washing- 
ton to turn out en masse to congratu- 
late the President on his record-smash- 
ing victory in Tuesday’s election. 

The proposal found ready accept- 
ance. The district commissioners took 
unofficial charge of arrangements, but 
insisted.the real committee is compos- 
ed of ‘600,000 Washingtonians.” 

When the President’s special train 
arrives at 8:30 a. m. (Atlanta time) 
he will be greeted by the district com- 
missioners, cabinet officials and close 
friends.

WILL CONSIDER TRADE 


Faced With European Com- 
petition, U. S. To Take 
Vigorous Stand. 


(This is the first of three articles 
by Llovd Lehrbas of the Associated 
Press Washington staff who will 
accompany the United States dele- 
gation to the inter-American con- 
ference at Buenos Aires.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 5.—(P>)—

‘mutually profitable trade between 21

ber 1 at Buenos Aires. 
In an effort to pull tightere the 


friendly strings which hold the United 
States and her 20 sister republics to- 
gether as “good neighbors,” the Wash- 
ington delegation will seek to extend 
commercial relations in the markets of 
the western hemisphere. 

The aftermath of the world depres- 
sion saw Great Britain, Germany, 
Japan, France and other great trad- 
‘Ing nations making renewed and vig- 
‘orous bids for Latin America’s trade, 
long a sphere for profitable buying 


‘and selling of needed raw materials 


and manufactured articles by import- 
ers, exporters and manufacturers of 
the United States. 


The United States, under the re- 

ciprocal trade program pushed by Sec- 
retary of State Hull, is depending on 
progressive Yankee business methods 
and ingenuity to retain its third of a 
billion dollar stake in Latin American 
sales and—through trade pacts that 
reduce tariff rates and artificial trade 
barriers—capture an even greater 
share of Centra] and South American 
business. 
s Hull, “father” of the reciprocal 
trade program, will be the chief Amer- 
ican “salesman.” He will be assisted 
by Sumner Welles, assistant secre- 
itary, and a corps of Latin American 
and economic experts. 

Their chief selling point will be the 
mutually beneficial results secured 
‘from reducing duties; removing ex- 
\chance control, quota restrictions, and 
‘other artificial blockades in trade 
channels, and extending the benefits to 
other nations through the uncondi- 
tional most-favored-nation clause, the 
cornerstone of the American program. 

As samples Hull has the eight trade 
pacts already signed with Latin Amer- 
ican countries (in addition to six with 
European nations) which he contends 
have stimulated the buying and selling 
of important commodities resulting in 

widespread improvement in the gen- 
‘eral economic situation. 

Trade between the United States 
baiad Latin America—according to the 
latest available Department of Com- 
merce tabulations—has continued to 
_— the healthy increases started in 


ge the first eight months of 
1935 the United States sold goods 
valued at. $247,634,000 to Latin Amer- 
‘ican nations. 

During the same period in 1986 
sales were $271,300,000—an increase 
of $23,666,000. 

The 20 Latin American nations aio 
increased their sales of products, 
chiefly raw material, to this country. 
The first eight months of 1935 Ameri- 
cans purchased $349,562,000 worth of 
their goods. During the same period 
this year American purchases were 
increased ta $362,028,000—an increase 
of $12,466,000. 

To maintain that trade—and im- 
crease it—the United States must 
meet extraordinary competition (espe- 
cially from Germany and Japan) and 
solve the questions raised by exchange 
control systems, quota restrictions, 
tariff concessions granted other na- 
tions and other important trade and 
financial problems.
